Applicants wish to point out that the Notice of Allowability dated October 18, 
2005 does not acknowledge a claim for foreign priority or receipt of the certified 
copies in this national stage application from the International Bureau. However, the 
image file wrapper on private pair does show that the priority documents have been 
received. For the sake of good order, applicants would like to receive a 
Supplementary Notice of Allowance acknowledging the claim of foreign priority as 
well as receipt of the priority documents.
